School Loan 
Is Approved 
By Aldermen 

Members of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen at their meeting on 
Monday night approved a loan 
order of $3,396,560 to finance 
the construction of the new 
South Side high school.

Dwelling To Be Razed 
For Route 128 Project 

Mayor Howard Wiiitmorp, Jr., today was preparini; 
to confer with State public works department officials 
in an attempt to save the home of an 8.5-yoar-old blind 
woman which apparently stands in the path of a pro¬ 
posed .$400,000 interchange road for route 128 in New¬ 
ton Lower Falls. 

The Mayor declared that he would appeal to public 
works authorities to spare the hliiul woman's home or, 
if that is not possible, to move it to another location. 

He explained that the elderly and sightless woman 
is areustomed to the (iwelling in which she is living and 
would have an extremely difficult time adjusting her¬ 
self to new surroundings. 

A spokesman for Public Works Commissioner An¬ 
thony DiNatale told the Graphic that the Commissioner 
would personally look into the matter and would endea¬ 
vor to save the blind woman’s home in one way or 
tile other. 


The hou.se In which the 85- 
yoar-old blind woman resides 
Is one of about eight or nine 
which apparently are slated 
to be razed to make way for 
the route 128 Interchange. 

.Mayor Whitmore had sub¬ 
mitted three alternate plans 
for the Interrliongo to the 
State Public Works Depart¬ 
ment which would have avoid¬ 
ed the demolition of any dwell¬ 
ings. 

A partial release ot DPW 
plans for the project, on which 
bids are to be obtained next 
week. Indicated, however, that 
the main points ot the Mayor's 
proposals had been rejected. 

The only modification of the 
original plans, which resulted 
from a consideration of the 
5Iayor’s recommendations. It 
appeared today, was a revision 
of a proposed access roail be¬ 
tween Washington street and 
route 128 so as to save one 
home, 

Malor Whitmore said yester¬ 
day that he had learned un¬ 
officially that his three alter¬ 


nate plans had been turned 
down and that he had received 
no formal notification on the 
matter from the State Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 

He added th.nt he was en¬ 
deavoring to obtain final plans 
for the project. 

Tho mayor said he had 
learned that as part of tlio job 
It Is proposed to lower tlio 
grade of Grovo street on the 
cast side of route 128 and 
that this would Involve tho 
taking of tho liniise In which 
the 83-year-old blind woman 
lives. 

While they have not yet 
seen final plans, Newton of¬ 
ficials are under the Impres¬ 
sion that five homc.s are to 
be razed on Grove street west 
of route 128, that two of them 
are to be torn down on Wash¬ 
ington street west of route 
128 and that one or two will 
be demolished on Grove street 
cast ot route 128.

Elvira Polhemus Taylor, 
widow of the late Joseph R. 
Taylor, professor emeritus of 
Boston University, died at her 
home, 42 Adclla avenue.

Mrs. Taylor was bom in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. on January 17, 
1857 and was educated in 
Brooklyn. Following her mar¬ 
riage to Professor Taylor in 
1882 she traveled with him to 
many countries. A daughter, 
Mary Katharine Taylor, was 
born In Germany where Pro¬ 
fessor Taylor was studying in 
the University of Leipzig. 

After her husband's appoint¬ 
ment as professor in Boston 
University, Mrs. Taylor be¬ 
came active in church and 
community affairs. She was a 
member of the Cantabrigia 
Club, Women’s City Club of 
Boston and the D.A.R. She 
founded the Watertown Book- 
lovers Club in 1331 and was 
its first president. 

In 1317 Mrs. Taylor wrote 
"Cameos of Childhood,” which 
was published for the benefit 
of Belgian relief. Among the 
reminiscences charmingly re¬ 
ported In this little volume is 
her recollection of the gloom 
surrounding the death of Lin¬ 
coln. She was considered too 
young to attend the services 
of mourning, but slipped out 
the back door to watch the 
procession.

Tom Hennessey was the big 
story for Brookline and bad 
news for Newton. The captain 
and star fullback of the 
Wealthy Towners raced 79 
yards for one touchdown, 57 
yards for a second TD, scored 
all his team’s points, carried 
21 times for a total of 201 
yards and was outstanding on 
the defense. 

Newton did a fairly good 
Job of containing Hennessey 
on all but his two touchdown 
gallops, but those two runs 
were enough to spell defeat for 
the Garden City gridders. 

In some respects the Tigers 
were the better team. Their 
blocking and tackling was su¬ 
perior to that of Brookline. 
They rolled up 13 first downs 
as compared to 7 for their op¬ 
ponents. 

But fumbles hurt the New¬ 
ton cause. The Tigers lost the 
ball four times on fumbles, 
two of the bobbles halting 
drives which had carried them 
deep Into Brookline territory. 

But the big difference in 
the game was Hennessey. Ex¬ 
cept for him Newton would 
have won by a wide margin. 

The Thanksgiving win’gave 
Brookline a. total of 26 victor- 
cs in the series against 30 tri¬ 
umphs for Newton, with sev¬ 
en deadlocks in the records.

niGHLIGHTS ... The Ci¬ 
vics Committee, one of New¬ 
ton High's largest and most 
active organizations, has a 
membership this year of over 
100 students.

campaign and an attempt to 
get niore parking area for the 
students. 

Another active organization 
is the Legislature. The Legis¬ 
lature has voted that it def¬ 
initely wants to support a 
foster child with the other or¬ 
ganizations of the school. The 
idea for this plan originally 
came from the Latin Club and. 
therefore, that club is helping 
to organize a foster child 
council. The Legislature has 
pledged to become a member 
of this council. The motion 
has not gone through all the 
clubs in the school yet. 

Last month juniors received 
applications for the 1959 Amer¬ 
ican Field Service Summer 
Program. The juniors will be 
chosen to live abroad this sum¬ 
mer under the program.

(However, to avoid 
any possible error, teachers re- 
checked the marks once after 
they had handed them in to 
the IBM machine.I Another 
novel feature is that these 
cards do not have to be signed 
by parents and brought back 
to the school. 

The offices have five more 
copies of the report card of 
each student so it Is not neces¬ 
sary to retain the one brought 
home. However, jf a parent 
begins to wonder sometimes 
why he has not received a 
copy of Johnny’s report card 
all year, he may just call the 
office and a copy of the orig. 
inal report card will bo sent 
homo to him. 

Each term the machines will 
print that term's marks to¬ 
gether with the marks from 
all the preceding terms. This 
method will avoid a great deal 
of secretarial work In sorting, 
marking and returning report 
cards. It will lessen the burden 
of home room teachers, sub¬ 
ject teachers, and the secre¬ 
tarial staff. 

In addition, it will not be 
necessary to waste a whole 
class period the day of report 
cards for each teacher to put 
his marks on his students’ re¬ 
port cards. Previously stu¬ 
dents carried their report 
cards around with them and 
each teacher marked each pu¬ 
pil's card during the regular 
class period. Mistake^ were 
frequently made in the rush, 
and this necessitated getting 
an entirely new report card 
and having it resigned by all 
the teachers. The problem of 
mid-term guidance cards has 
also been alleviated. Now stu¬ 
dents merely receive warning 
cards at the end of the mid¬ 
term if they are failing a sub¬ 
ject; there is no longer need

niGHIJGHTS .... This 
week two history lectures on 
"Lewis and Clark" were given 
In Newton Plan Curriculum I 
U.S. history lectures. These 
two talks were part of a ser¬ 
ies of history lectures design¬ 
ed to go deeply into some sub- ] 
jects and to briefly cover oth¬ 
ers that might not be discuss-] 
cd at all in the classroom. 

Alan Maycock and Jimmy 
S I g e 1 represented Newton 
High at a conference for Jun¬ 
ior Scientists held at Boston 
University early this year. 
The boys spent the day hear¬ 
ing lectures on all types of 
scientific subjects. 

Newton High students inter¬ 
ested in getting a job for the 
Christmas season or for any 
time of the year have found 
It advisable to stop In at tlie 
Placement Office in Building 
2. This office, run by Mr. Mit¬ 
chell, also helps to get jobs 
after graduation for students 
who take the business course. 
All types of openings are avail¬ 
able in Newton and Greater 
Boston area. Last year the 
placement office found jobs 
for about 300 students. 

Dr. Navez, head of the 
Science Department, was giv¬ 
en a federal kit by the State 
Civil Defense Agency. This 
agency gave the money for 
the distribution of equipment 
to train high school science 
teachers to detect various fac¬ 
tors should an atomic bomb 
explode anywhere in the 
Greater Boston area. 

The language labs are now 
being prepared to allow stu¬ 
dents to visit them during 
study periods to listen to tape 
recordings or make records 
to test their own pronuncia¬ 
tion. About 125 students, 
most of them beyond their 
second year of language study, 
have signed up for one of 
their study periods a week as 
volunteer workers to help 
pupils with the tapes and the 
machines. Tapes in four or 
five languages are presently 
being made to help the ap¬ 
proximately 400 students who 
will benefit from this plan 
each week. 

The Illinois Plan Math is 
presently being taught to four 
sophomore math classes. It 
was Introduced to the stu¬ 
dents in these classes at the 
Bigelow and Meadowbrook 
Junior High Schools last year. 
This year students in the 8th 
and 9th grades of two other 
junior highs have been added 
to the pupils receiving this 
new type of instruction. Stu¬ 
dents are selected for the 
course because of high math¬ 
ematic ability, aithough it is 
hoped that soon all students 
will be able to benefit from 
this plan. The students, once 
they have begun this course 
of study, will continue study¬ 
ing math throughout their 
year in high school. 

This new system of teach¬ 
ing mathematics begins by 
making the pupil discover the 
rules for himself; he does not 
memorize them out of text¬ 
books. All reasons behind 
solving a particular type of 
problem are shown at the 
start.

Don Kent, radio and tele¬ 
vision weatherman, Loomis 
Patrick, president, Franklin K. 
Hoyt, vice president, Francis 
O. Chase, treasurer, and 
Gladys Pillion, assistant treas¬ 
urer, will take part In the un¬ 
veiling at 1 p.m. 

The weather station, de¬ 
signed by Don Kent, will give 
passerby an instant 24-hour 
weather forecast, accurate and 
reliable, simply by reading the 
instruments on the panel. It 
will be Illuminated for easy 
night reading. 

Loomis Patrick, president of 
the bank, stated that the con¬ 
cern Is pleased to provide this 
service, "Because everyone 
talks about the weather," Pres¬ 
ident Patrick continued, "we 
feci that the weather station 
will prove Interesting and 
helpful in planning activities. 
The average person can now 
make their own weather fore¬ 
cast, scientifically.” 

Red, green and amber lights 
will Indicate whether the day 
will bo fair, stormy or un¬ 
settled. The wind speed and di¬ 
rection indicator, called an 
anemometer, will show speed 
much in the manner of a 
speedometer on an automobile. 
Wind direction will be indicat¬ 
ed by flashing lights. 

A temperature sen.sing bulb, 
filled with mercury, is mount¬ 
ed ten feet above the .sidewalk 
at the bank weather station. 
The temperature is read on a 
high quality Instrument which, 
though indoors, show the 
outside temperature. 

The recording barometer, 
called a barograph, traces the 
rise and fall of pressure on a 
chart. The revolving drum is 
moved by a 7-day clock so a 
permanent record is made. 


In severe storms the weath¬ 
er station will reveal some big 
changes in pressure. Normally 
fast changes mean strong 
winds while a nearly straight 
line showing little up or down 
tendency means little change. 

Don Kent will, on occassion, 
call the West Newton Co-oper¬ 
ative Bank in extreme weather 
conditions and will use the in¬ 
formation on his television 
weather show..

More than 150 people heard 
nationalism and poverty de¬ 
scribed as part of the chal¬ 
lenge to United States foreign 
policy in the non-westdrn 
world at a meeting sponsored 
by the Newton League of 
Women Voters at the Pierce 
School in West Newton last 
Thursday night. 

Nicholas Myary, executive 
director of the Boston World 
Affairs Council, Dr. Daniel 
F, McCall, assistant sociology 
professor of the Boston Uni¬ 
versity African Studies Pro¬ 
gram, and ShantI TangrI, a 
visiting Fellow from India at 
the MIT Center for Interna¬ 
tional Studies, participated in 
the panel discussion. 

Myary stated that an im¬ 
portant advantage of the Unit¬ 
ed States in its relationship to 
the undeveloped and uncom¬ 
mitted areas in Asia and Af¬ 
rica Is the flexibility of ap¬ 
proach permitted by this na¬ 
tion's philosophy, as opposed 
to the rigid and dogmatic So¬ 
viet philosophy. 

However, a major problem 
in formulating any policy to¬ 
ward these nations is the re¬ 
sentment felt against the West 
as a result of former coloniza- 
llon, as well as the difficulty 
in being friendly without 
alienating our allies. 

According to Dr. McCall, 

• he problem of overpopulation 
in Africa is not as critical as 
it is in Asia. In Africa, there 
are many natural resources 
and open areas. Educational 
opportunities there have been 
provided for many years by 
missionaries, many of them 
from the United States. It is 
this educated group which has 
been in the forefront of the 
I movement toward nationalism 
[ and self-determination. 

1 Tangri said that it was nec¬ 
essary to seek an understand¬ 
ing of the peoples of Asia and 
Africa, but that when misun¬ 
derstandings or disagreements 
arose, it was important to be 
able to disagree, as families 
do, "without getting a di¬ 
vorce.” Even if a nation can¬ 
not be a friend, ho went on 
to say. It need not be an 
enemy.

“We’re not altogether con- 
vlnred,” the Mayor said, "that 
they are losing money on this 
line. It’.s a pretty good line 
as a matter of fact.” 

All 16 weekday trains which 
now operate commuter serv¬ 
ice between Boston and New¬ 
ton Corner either originate 
or end their runs at Riverside 
station in Newton. 

The B & A petition, which 
Is meeting strong objection 
from the Mayor and other 
the complete cancellation of 
ail service between South Sta¬ 
tion and Newton Comer, the 
dropping of 10 trains and the 
closing of Hve stations. 

The proposal shocked New¬ 
tonltes who use the trains 
which presently stop at New¬ 
ton Corner and further com¬ 
plicated the proble.n of mass 
transportation srcvlces for 
many residents of the city. 

The railroad is seeking to 
close its stations at Univer¬ 
sity (B.U.); Allston, Brighton, 
Faneuil and Newton Corner. 
Passengers normally served 
by the 10 trains from points 
beyond Newton Corner would 
bo served by intervening trains 
which make stops at Riverside, 
Auburndale, West Newton 
and Newtonvllle under the 
plans proposed by the rail¬ 
road. 

Apprdximately 2000 passen¬ 
gers are served by the B & A 
between Riverside station and 
Boston. 

The railroad advises the 
ubiic Utilities Commission in 
its petition that patrons west 
of Newton Corner would be 
given "faster, better service” 
to and from South Station. 

Six of the trains It would 
cancel arc Inbound to Boston 
and four are outbound. The 
Inbound trains are those 
which now leave Riverside at 
7:32 a.m.; 7:50 a.m.; 8:11 a.m.; 
8:23 a.m.; 1:15 p.m. and 3:10 
p.m. Outbound from Boston 
to Riverside are trains which 
leave South Station at 4:15 
p.m., 5 p.m.; 5:25 p.m. and 
5:30 p.m. 

The railroad links the com¬ 
muter service with its overall 
passenger operations which, 
it claims, lost $52 million In 
1957 and which is expected 
to approximate that figure 
this year "despite drastic 
economics." 

The road reports that pas¬ 
senger patronage on the Bos¬ 
ton-Riverside run has had "a 
general downward trend . . . 
that has become more acute 
since the end of World War 
II.” 

"What seems to be a heavy 
commuter passenger busi¬ 
ness," declares the B & A, 
"really represents the move¬ 
ment of only 2000 passengers 
in two peak hours during the 
five-day working week.” 

The road’s petition stressed 
the vllegcd unfairness of Judg¬ 
ing its business from peak 
hour passenger loads. It em¬ 
phasized the idle hours of the 
trains, mainenance costs, pay¬ 
roll and operational expenses.

Engine 6 and 6, Ladder 1 and 
Assistant Chief John L. Mar¬ 
tin responded to the alarm.

A. Kimball, of 58 Village av¬ 
enue, Dedham. 


Th esecosts combine to wipe 
out the passenger revenue and 
to bring a “grave depletion 
of all revenue funds,” it told 
the P.U.C. 

The road complained fur¬ 
ther that it "cannot continue 
to compete against paralleling 
systems of mass transporta¬ 
tion by maintaining schedules 
and services" which were es¬ 
tablished back in the days 
when the road enjoyed a prac¬ 
tical monopoly In the field. 

The petition blames the 
automobile—"personal trans¬ 
portation"—as one of the 
prime reasons for Its decline 
In patronage. 

It claimed that In 1920 the 
entire B £ A system served 
10 million riders between Bos¬ 
ton aiid Albany. Ir. 1930 
patronage had dropped to 7.5 
million and In lb57 to 2,730,000. 

It declared the 70 percent 
loss since 1920 made economy 
proposals mandatory, "not 
only in Massachusetts, but 
throughout the entire railroad 
system." 

Among those who would 
be hit by the dropping of the 
10 trains would be students 
and faculty members of Bos¬ 
ton University, who make use 
of University Station, once 
known as Cottage Farm.

Support of a linunlnir pro- 
gram for rlderly citixons also 
was exprrssort by Alderman 
Carlelon P. Merrill wlio assert¬ 
ed that Newton's senior elti- 
xens are looking: to their elty, 
Kovernnient for nsslstnnee and 
that Mayor tVhltmore's plan 
was a praetleal and realistic 
approach to the problem. 

Alderman Warren A. Suther¬ 
land Joined in supporting the 
measure, .declaring that the 
need for an elderly housing 
program is apparent and that 
there Is no justification for any 
delay In launching it. 

Sutherland said that a hous¬ 
ing development constructed 
In Waltham provides excellent 
living quarters for men and 
women in the twilight of their 
lives who need a helping hand. 

Alderman Harry H. Ham 
also called for the passage of 
the measure. 

Opposition to the Mayor's 
proposal was led by Alderman 
W. Hardy Prentice wlio point¬ 
ed out that no federal funds 
are available for such purpos¬ 
es. He argued against using 
State funds to finance housing 
for the elderly In view of the 
present financial predicament 
of the Commonwealtli. 

Prentice further maintained 
that many elderly persons 
would not accept the regimen¬ 
tation which would go with liv¬ 
ing in a housing project. 

Alderman Earle D. Wood 
described the Mayor’s recom. 
mendation as a "sympathetic 
gesture” to the elderly, assert¬ 
ing that it would be possible 
to take care of only a small 
percentage of the persons who 
would be eligible for such 
housing. 

Wood said that many of the 
senior citizens in needy cir¬ 
cumstances are now receiving 
old age assistance and that 
this would be an added sub¬ 
sidy for them. 

Alderman Ripley said that 
of 710 persons on Newton's old 
age assistance rolls only 180 
are adequately housed. 

Prentice replied that Newton 
had handled the veteran s’ 
housing problem better than 
any other city in the nation 
and maintained that the prob¬ 
lem of the elderly should be 
met In a similar manner. 

Alderman William M. Pow¬ 
ers contended that the creation 
of the housing authority would 
be merely "lip service” to the 
elderly. 

Those who voted In favor of 
the Mayor's measure were Al¬ 
dermen Charles H. Cosgrove, 
Melvin M. Dangel, Franklin N. 
Flaschner, Ham, Theodore 1). 
Mann, Merrill, Rich, Ripley, 
William J, Robinson, Sharf, 
Sutherland, Edwin A. Terkel- 
sen and Wendell R. Bauckman. 

Reeorded against it were Al¬ 
dermen William P. Nixon, 
Powers, Prentice and Wood. 

Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., execu¬ 
tive director of the Newton 
Taxpayers’ Association, in 
commenting on the action of 
the Aldermen, said: "The 
Housing Authority unquestion¬ 
ably will be a social benefit to 
a number of citizens via the 
multi-family housing route. 
Now we trust that the city will 
go forward as we have urged 
with a definitive land use pro¬ 
gram emphasizing the encour¬ 
agement of private capital in¬ 
vestment on Newton land for 
the economic benefit of the 
city as a whole." 

Mayor Whitmore in his let¬ 
ter to the Aldermen urging ac¬ 
tion on his proposal said: 

"We have received recently 
from the Executive Director ot 
the Newton Taxpayers’ As- 
•soclation communications re¬ 
questing your Honorable 


Board to postpone acceptance 
of legislation required for the 
establishment of a Housing 
Authority in the City until 
some time toward the middle 
of next year. 

"In my opinion, while some 
of his remote thoughts about 
the land use pattern in Newton 
now and in the future, multi- 
family housing and Newton's 
future economic health may 
have some merit, theoretically, 
I believe he has failed to rec¬ 
ognize and to discuss the basic 
issue of my recommendation 
for a Newton Housing Author¬ 
ity, which was and is for the 
sole purpose of providing 
housing for the elderly of low 
Incomes. The need has been 
definitely established and it 
must be admitted by all that 
private funds cannot provide 
such housing. I am not pro¬ 
moting or advocating any 
other type of public housing 
and a Newton Housing Author¬ 


ity cannot go into such hous¬ 
ing on its own. 

"The establishment of a 
Housing Authority is In no 
way detrimental to or directly 
related to the extraneous mat¬ 
ters which the Executive Di¬ 
rector discusses. They simply 
confuse the basic issue before 
you at this time with the hope 
that you will not take action 
on the recommendation now or 
in the future. 

"I do hope that in your wis¬ 
dom you wilt approve my 
recommendation so that the 
City may assist many of its 
fine elderly citizens who have 
contributed so much to the 
City. Such action will cost the 
City relatively little in com 
parlson with benefits to be 
derived. 

"Whatever your decision 
may be, I trust it will be based 
upon the merits of the Issue at 
hand and not upon extraneous 
theoretical material and that

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Heart-Warming Action 

Both Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr., and State 
Public Works Commissioner Anthony N. DiNatale 
deserve a special word of commendation for their ef¬ 
forts to save the home of an 85-year-old blind woman 
which was scheduled to be tom down to make way for 
the construction of an interchange at Route 128 in 
Newton Lower Falls. 

Mayor Whitmore and Commissioner DiNatale are 
busy executives. One heads the government of a city 
of 90,000 people and keeps it perhaps the best run muni¬ 
cipality in Massachusetts. The other directs the varied 
and far-flung activities of the State Public Works De¬ 
partment. 

It is a heart-warming thing that neither of the two 
men is too busy to take time out to help an elderly and 
sightless woman, to whom the loss of the rooms in her 
home which are familiar to her touch would be a catas¬ 
trophe. I 

Mayor Whitmore made a vigorous endeavor to pre¬ 
vent the demolition of any homes in connection with 
the Route 128 interchange. He submitted several plans 
to the State Public Works Department which would 
have avoided the taking of any dwellings whatever. 

Public works engineers, however, declared the 
Mayor's plans would not achieve the desired purpose 
and rejected the major features of them. 

Having lost his main fight, Mayor Whitmore then 
undertook to save one house, that in which the 85-year- 
old blind woman resides, urging that the public works 
department either skirt the home or move it to a new 
location. 

At that point Commissioner DiNatale stepped into 
the picture. He assigned an engineer to survey the sit¬ 
uation and report back to him, at the same time order¬ 
ing that the home of the sightless woman either be 
avoided or shifted to another site at State expense. 

Exaetly what will finally be done has not yet been 
determined. Thanks, however, to the efforts of Mayor 
Whitmore and Commissioner DiNatale a woman, who 
must depend on the sense of touch, will not be forced 
to face the difficult task of adjusting herself to now sur¬ 
roundings at the age of 85. 

The effort by Mayor Whitmore and the response of 
Commissioner DiNatale for someone in less fortunate 
circumstances'were reassuring actions which reflected 
the true spirit of the Yuletide season.

Powers. One thing about Powers is that he means pre¬ 
cisely what he says and docs exactly what he says he' 
will do. I 

Even the most partisan Kt'publicans, with whom 
Powers engaged In one ciash after another in his cap¬ 
acity as Deniocratic Senate leader, agree that Powers' 
pledge is tantamount to a political gift-edge security. 

Powers is known on Beacon Hill to friend and foe | 
alike as a public leader who keeps his word even under 
the most awkward and embarrassing circumstances. 

A few years ago, a Republican Senator approached 
Powers during a meeting of the Senate, declared that 
he would be unavoidably absent from the session the 
following day and asked Powers if he would pair him 
on the bills that would be voted upon. Powers agreed' 
that ho would. 

One of the hills acted upon the following day was 
a measure which Powers had sponsored and for which 
he had waged an especially vigorous tight. It was up 
for a critical vote. 

When the rollcall was taken. Powers discovered to 
his surprise and consternation that if he paired himself 
with the absent Republican Senator, thereby in effect 
nullifying his own vote, it would create a deadlock and 
defeat his bill. 

Powers was confronted with the choice of keep¬ 
ing his word with the GOP solon and killing a measure 
for which he had fought long and hard, or breaking his 
word and achieving the passage of his bill. 

As fur as Powers was concerned there was no 
choice and no decision to make. As he saw it, he had 
only one course open to him. After announcing that 
he would never allow himself to he put in such a 
predicament again, he paired himseif with the absent 
Bepubliean Senator, and his hill went down the drain. 

Political observers, who recall instances such as 
that, have no doubt that when Powers promises fair 
treatment for the Republicans it means that they'll get 
fair treatment. 

Although Powers is an unwavering, down-the- 
line Uemoerat, he’s actually much more of a political 
moderate than casual onlookers are likely to realize. 

He never has taken lightly the responsibility which 
went with any office or public post he has held. As he 
prepares to assume a position for which he has been 
aiming for years, that of President of the State Senate, 
he is demonstrating an acute realization of his own re¬ 
sponsibility.

Democratic Split in South 
Makes Kennedy Party Hope 

One of the most glittering pieces of political good 
fortune from which U. S. Senator John F. Kennedy has 
benetited probably was fashioned when the tide sud¬ 
denly turned at the 1956 Democratic national conven¬ 
tion in Chicago, and he lost the Vice Presidential nom¬ 
ination at a time that it was almost within his grasp. 

It ia extremely doubtful that Kennedy would be 
In newly as strong n position as he is today to bid for 


his party’s Presidential endorsement If he had been 
chosen as the running mate to team with Adlai Ste¬ 
venson in ’66. 

What would have happened if Kennedy instead of 
Estes Kefauver had been on the Democratic ticket with 
Stevenson in the last Presidential election? 

Kennedy might well have been able to push into 
the Democratic column Massachusetts and possibly two 
or three other States that President Eisenhower carried. 

But Ike still would have been able to win with 
plenty of electoral votes to spare, and a little of the 
political sheen and glamor would have been mhhed off 
Kennedy in the process, Just as It was removed from 
Kefauver. 

Instead of being the shining hope of the Democra¬ 
tic party, as he is today, Kennedy would be a Senator 
who went down to defeat along with Stevenson in 1956. 

All that is pointed up by the polls which show ; 
that Kennedy stands now ns the nation’s strongest 
vote-getter and most popular figure in either political 
party and that if an election were held at the present 
time he would defeat anyone the Republicans could 
match against him. 

What is most significant about the results of the 
surveys that have been made to determine the compara¬ 
tive strength of the potential candidates for the presi¬ 
dency on both sides of the political fence is the appeal 
Kennedy is shown to have for independent voters who 
control the balance of power across the nation, just as 
they do here in Massachusetts. 

Only Adlai Stevenson stands up with Kennedy in 
the polls that have been made of the Democratic 
voters. There is substantial doubt that Stevenson, a 
two-time loser, desires to make a third run for the 
Presidency, or that the 1960 Democratic national con¬ 
vention would give him the nomination if he did want it.' 

While there is a tendency in some political quar¬ 
ters to anticipate the election of a Democratic Presi¬ 
dent as a foregone conclusion In 1960, riimhlings from 
Washington and from the South indicate very clearly 
that the Democrats arc going to be faced with both 
a difficult problem in ’60 and the necessity of put¬ 
ting up the strongest candidate they can find. 

Politicians who have talked with Democratic lead¬ 
ers in the South report that there is not much doubt 
but that a Dixiecrat Presidential ticket, campaigning 
on the issue of segregation, will bo seeking the electoral 
votes of the Southern States in 1960. 

They go further and assert that in all probability 
Governor Faubus of Arkansas will be the Presidential 
candidate of the segregationists. 

That ia not a happy prospect for Democratic poli¬ 
ticians to contemplate. The cold fact of the matter is 
that Faubus probably could carry such states as Arkan¬ 
sas, Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee, Alabama, South 
Carolina, North Carolina and perhaps even Virginia. 

Faubus quite conceivably might get enough elec¬ 
toral votes to throw the Presidential election into the 
national House of Representatives—unless the Dem¬ 
ocratic or Republican party produces a candidate 
strong enough to win election without the votes of 
the States in the deep South. 

The only Democratic prospect in sight who would 
have any real chance of being able to do that is Senator 
John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts. 


DiNatale s Proposal on MDC 
Would Result in Big Saving 

The proposal by State Public Works Commissioner 
Anthony N. DiNatale that his department take over 
the road-building work now performed by the Metro¬ 
politan District Commission is so sound and logical 
that it would be absurd if the Legislature does not 
adopt it. 

A fight over the move is certain because some of 
the MDC officials will make a determined effort to retain 
the power and authority they now possess to spend 
several million dollars a year on highway construction 
projects. 

The trouble is, of course, that it costs the people 
of Greater Boston about $1 million more to have the 
MDC do the work than it would if the same highways 
were built by the State Public Works Department 
which can obtain federal assistance while the MDC 
cannot. 

At a time when the State is confronted with the 
necessity of collecting some $60 million in additional 
taxes a responsibility rests upon both the Governor 
and the Legislature to eliminate wasteful and inefficient 
practices. 

Commissioner DiNatale has pointed out how the 
Commonwealth can save something like a million dol¬ 
lars a year. Those legislators who fail to carry out his 
idea will have to bo prepared to explain why this sit¬ 
uation could not be corrected.

A local chiropodist who has 
long felt that America's his¬ 
torical treasures should be 
preserved has thrown his 
support behind the campaign 
to save the Newton home of 
Rev. Samuel Francis Smith, 
the author of "America.” 

Dr. Frank A. Jasset of 80 
Walnut Park, Newton, has 
joined a growing list of per¬ 
sons who are actively wag¬ 
ing a battle to save the 
home, located at 1181 Centre 
street. The movement began 
to steamroller after an article 
calling attention to the plight 
of the local historical site 
appeared in the Newton 
Graphic. 

Dr. Jassett, who played an 
active part in saving the 
Concord Bridge, the frigate 
"Constellation,” and several 
other historic landmarks, sub¬ 
scribes to the theory that the 
pen is the mightiest instru¬ 
ment of all. Ho has written 
a comprehensive article deal¬ 
ing with the question of the 
.Smith House entitled "The 
Cradle of America is Decay¬ 
ing.” 

The Newton crusader com¬ 
ments on "America” as "a 
rich gem of poetry,” and says 
that the song was literally 
born while Rev. Smith lived 
in Newton in 1842, Dr, Jasset 
feels that another great Ameri¬ 
can composer, Francis Scott 
Key, would say, "Oh say can 
you sec” that the Smith 
House “is fast decaying to 
be scattered and mingled with 
the common elements.” 

Pointing out that contribu¬ 
tions of pennies saved "Old 
Ironsides.” Dr. Jassett’s ar¬ 
ticle comments: 

"Surely there must be in¬ 
terest and opportunity for 
generous giving, now and 
during a time of peace with 
the greatest prosperity this 
nation has ever known to save 
the cradle of "My Country 
■Tis of Thee.” 

His essay, which points 
out that "America” was claim¬ 
ed as the national anthem for 
almost 100 years, describes 
the life history of Rev. 
Smith and the history of the 
well known home. He writes: 


"It is deplorable and shame¬ 
ful to allow this house to de¬ 
teriorate. How can the good 
people living nearby In fine 
modern houses pass this his¬ 
toric structure and not feel 
pity in their hearts and 
minds, while this treasure 
and time-honored shrine 
slowly sinks to ruin and de¬ 
cay, while the world knows 
and says that the sons of 
America arc the most consid¬ 
erate, unselfish and most gen¬ 
erous to our native and for¬ 
eign ones. . . .” 

In answer to the question, 
“what is fame,” one of Rev. 
.Smith’s colleagues said, "to 
write a hymn that sixty mil¬ 
lion people would sing.” 
Since that time, man.v more 
millions have sung the stir¬ 
ring words and it is to be ex¬ 
pected that generations yet 
un-born will raise their voices 
in the song that was wrfitten 
in Newton. 

But unless public support 
saves the home of "Ameri¬ 
ca’s” author, children now 
entering school may never 
have the opportunity to visit 
the rambling old house. Dr.

"1. Buy from established lo¬ 
cal fuel dealers whom you feel 
that you can trust. Jf .s ■' 
age Is dlS 90 vcrcd, acUon may 
be more speedily unatrLa<.c.i. 

‘‘2. Remember that a cord 
consists of 128 cubic feet. 

"3. Always order a cord or 
fractional cord of 4 foot 
lengths, or 2-foot lengths, or 
Ifi-inch lengths. To order a 
cord or fraction thereof, add¬ 
ing that it is to be cut Into 
shorter than 4 foot lengths 
may result in a less quantity 
as short lengths stack closer. 

Insist in the sales agree¬ 
ment before purchasing that 
the wood will be closely stack¬ 
ed, not criss cross to nearly 
double the bulk. Also ascer¬ 
tain if there will be any ad¬ 
ditional charge for stacking. 
If the householder wishes to 
do the stacking himself he 
should follow the above direc¬ 
tions for stacking. 

“5. Demand a certificate or 
memorandum at the time of 
delivery. 

“6. Make a note of the truck 
registration number if yotu 
buy from a stranger. 

"7. Don’t let your sympa¬ 
thies be carried away by a 
hard-luck story. Many dealers 
come equipped with a stock 
story about the cold hard work 
and the number of children 
they support, and they usually 
claim to be offering a bargain. 

"8. Whoever the dealer may 
be, always measure with a 
yardstick or tape the cubic 
footage delivered. (Length 
times height times width of 
closely stacked pile.) 

"9. If a shortage is appa- 
rcnt_ notify the Scaler of 
Weights and Measures at City 
Hall before using any of the 
wood.” 

Sealer Bowen cited the fol¬ 
lowing provisions in the law 
covering the sale of cordwood, 
firewood, and kindling wood. 

’’General Laws. Chapter 94: 

“Section 298. Cord wood sold 
or offered or exposed for sale 
shall be four feet in length, 
including half the kerf. The 
term "firewood” shall bo con¬ 
strued to mean and include 
wood cut to any lengths less 
than four feet and more than 
eight inches. The standard unit 
of meaure for cordwood or 
flrewooLl shall be the ‘cord’ of 
one hundred and twenty-eight 
cubic feet consisting of or 
equivalent to a pile, closely 
stacked, eight feet in length, 
four feet in width and four 
feet In height. The term ’kindl¬ 
ing wood' shall be construed 
to mean all split wood, edg- 
ings_ clipping or other waste 
wood averaging eight inches 
or less in length. Except as 
provided by sections two hun¬ 
dred and forty-three and two 
hundred and forty-seven, the 
standard unit of measure for 
kind.’.ng wood shall bo the 
bushel of two thousand one 
hundred and fifty and forty- 
two hundredths cubic inches. 
(Sections 243 and 247 have 
reference to fuel sold in bags, 
sacks and bundles.) 

"Section 299. Whoever, ex¬ 
cept as othciwlse provided 
sells cord wool! or firewood, 
shall cause a certificate or 
meiuorandum to bo issued anil 
delivered to the purchaser or 
his agent at the time of deli¬ 
very of the wood. Such certi¬ 
ficate or memorandam shall 
Include the names and ad¬ 
dress of the seller and of the 
purchaser, and a statement of 
the quantity of wood deliver¬ 
ed, in terms of cords or of 
cubic feet. Whoever violates 
any provision of this or the 
preceding section shall bo pun¬ 
ished by a fine of not more 
than fifty dollars.”

I who were endorsed at a pre-primary convention, would 
automatically go onto the November ballot, and there 
would be no opportunity for anyone to challenge them 
in a primary. 

That's about as inconsistent as it's possible to 
get even in flie field of politics where amazing heights 
of inconsistency are periodically achieved. 

Only a short time ago, Democratic politicos were 
discussing the possibility of abolishing the pre-primary 
convention and letting the voters do the nominating in 
the September primary. 

Then they discovered that their party has done 
pretty well since it revived the system of holding pre¬ 
primary conventions so they’re now pondering the 
prospect of eliminating any primary contests for the 
State-wide offices. 

Those advancing this idea try to justify it by 
pointing out that not many State-wide primary races 
are staged anyway, that the Republicans usually abide! 
by the decisions of their conventions and that only an I 
average of two State-wide Democratic primary contests, 
are held following the conclaves. 

The point, however, is that any candidate, who i 
is dissatisfied with the verdict of his party's pre-primary 
convention, has a right to take his case to the voters 
in the September primary if he chooses to do so and is 
able to obtain the required number of nomination 
signatures to get his name on the ballot. 

State Treasurer John F. Kennedy did that with 
some success in 19.54, 19.5fi and 19,58. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Kdward J. McCormack, Jr., did in 19.5G, and 
former Republican House Leader Charles Gibbons 
threatened for a time to do it this year after the late 
George Fingold was endorsed by the OOP State con¬ 
vention at Worcester last June. 

Except to make it a little more convenient for the 
politicians, there would be no justification for the action 
because the primary would have to be held anyway to 
nominate candidates for legislative, county and con¬ 
gressional offices. 

Strange things, of course, can happen in politics, 
hut Governor Fiircolo would have to do quite a flip- 
flop in order to sign a hill depriving the people of the 
right to nominate the candidates for State-wide of¬ 
fices because he has always maintained publicly that 
they should have that right. 

Pre-primary conventions are‘basically intended in 
Massachusetts to recommend certain candidates to the 
voters, and a candidate endorsed at a convention has 
so great an advantage that frequently ho is not even 
opposed in the primary. That doesn’t mean, however, 
that a comparatively small group of delegates should 
have the final voice in determining who should be able 
to stand for election to such offices as Governor, U.S. 
Senator, Attorney General and Lieutenant Governor.

Because of those two factors the political pendu¬ 
lum swung strongly in the direction of the Democrats, 
and Democratic candidates in Massachusetts and 
across the nation won offlccs which ordinarily would 
have been beyond their grasp.

Democrats who themselves probably did not believe 
they had much chance of winning. If would not be at 
all surprising if they developed a strong and abiding 
trust in Santa Claus.

Move fo Cut Down Kennedy 
Started By Mrs. Roosevelt 

It seems apparent that an operation to cut down 
Senator John F. Kennedy as a Presidential prospect for 
I960 already has started.. 

That's one of the penalties a candidate for the 
Presidency pays when he gets out in front too early. 

He Immediately becomes an inviting target not 
only fur the apposition but also for members of his 
own party who for reasons of their own hope to piisli 
some other candidate to the fore. 

And Democrats never wield a hatchet with any 
more force and vigor than when they arc aiming it at 
the skull of one of their own party. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, wltli a few well 
chosen snide remarks, opened the assault upon Ken¬ 
nedy, and it unquestionably will bo continued period¬ 
ically both by Republicans who fear Kennedy and by 
those Democrats who prefer someone else as their 
Presidential standard-bearer. 

Kennedy, who undoubtedly well recognizes the 
danger of being pushed to the fore this far in advance 
of a Presidential election but who is not able to do much 
about the situation, obviously cannot become involved 
in an argument with an elder statesman of the feminine 
sex. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, of course, was a staunch and de¬ 
voted supporter of Adlai Stevenson in both 1952 and 
1950, and she has made it clear that Adlai is her choice 
for 1960 as well, despite the two defects he has suffered. 

An ironical aspect to the situation is that Ken¬ 
nedy also was an ardent backer of Stevenson at liotli 
the ’52 and '56 conclaves, was on the same team witli 
Mrs, Roosevelt, and probably lined up more votes for 
Adlai than she did. 

The widow of the late F.D.R, has the right to back 
whomever she wishes, but she is demonstrating rather 
poor political judgment in taking any sideswipes at 
Kennedy since he might well be the Democratic Presi¬ 
dential standard-bearer less than two years hence. 

One thing to remember about Kennedy is that if 
he is anywhere nearly ns strong as the polls presently 
indicate he is, ' ‘
